Resignation of three senators 
was a prime issue in the Senate 
meeting Tuesday.

Chuck Antos respectively resign- 
ed from their senatorial posts. 


Elections and rallies codes 
were brought back from their 
committees and accepted. 


Senators were informed that 
the administration has taken care 
of the cafeteria flag bill. ‘All 
new flags have been ordered and 
will arrive presently,” said a let- 
ter to the Senate. 


Executive appointments caused 
a mild uproar among the sena- 
tors.

It should 
be talked over privately in the 
executive meeting.” 


Chuck Wright was elected 
President Pro-tem in ‘place of 
resigning Rusty Salcido.

night, 53-year-old Anita Weeks Brande 
was being hit by a car as she tried to jay- 
walk across 17th St. to Honer Plaza. 

Seconds after they heard police si- 
rens, Johnson and Crane rushed to the 
scene, where two policemen set out flares 
and a small'crowd of people stared at a 
still form “lying in the street covered with 
a blanket.” 

Minutes later a Fire Rescue truck ar- 
rived and two firemen tried to administer 
what first-aid they could to the woman. 
“It was terrible,” said Johnson. “She was 
a complete mess.” 

Five minutes later the first of two

ambulances joined the scene, carrying an- 
other traffic accident victim. 


Before the decision was reached as 
to whether the first ambulance should 
carry both victims, the second one arrived. 
“It was really bad,” said Crane. “It’s a 
shame that she had to wait so long for the 
ambulance.”’ 


Both of the woman’s shoes had been 
knocked off from the car’s impact. Crane 
found one shoe 80 feet into Honer Plaza. 


As the victim was lifted into the am- 
bulance, attendants had to “put her leg 
into a cardboard box because it was brok- 
en in too many places to splint,” said 
Crane. (See arrow on right picture 
above.) “If students had seen the acci- 
dent, they would never jaywalk.”

STAGE-FILM REVIEW 


Burton’s 


‘Hamlet’ 


‘Very Palpable Hit’ 


(Editor’s Note: ‘The play’s 
the thing.”” William Shakespeare 
wrote it — Act 1, Scene 5, Line 
641. And Richard Burton proved 
it’s still true when the Welsh 
actor played the:title role in the 
Bard’s famous play. Drama _in- 
structor Lee Ford saw the per- 
formance on Broadway and the 
“Electronovision” viedo tape of 
the same production in Orange 
County theaters last week. Fol- 
lowing are some impressions.)

The audiences in New York at 
the Lunt - Fontainne Theater did 
not come to see Hamlet enacted 
in afiy greater numbers than it 
did in Orange County last week. 
Tickets were at a premium and 
movie houses were filled, but it 
was the magic name of Richard 
Burton that drew the throngs. 

Spectators, however, saw a 
Hamlet interpreted and created 
for 1964, and a_ performance 


which will set a pattern and 
cause a controversy for years to 
come, 


The ‘current production, direct-

ed by John Gielgud, gave us a 
Hamlet both cerebrate and of the 
flesh. There is never any doubt as 
to the sanity of the hero, nor any 
suggestion that he is an aesthet¢ 
more than a ‘‘man.”’ 

Those who feel that Mr. Bur. 
ton has sold out to the fleshpots 
of Hollywood will need a new 
argument. Here we saw an actor 
who is master of his craft, a crea- 
tive individual who made _ the 
standard. interpretation of. the 
“melancholy Dane” passe for 
modernists. 

In tragedy the hero must ex- 
hibit a fatal flaw over which he 
has no control. Contemporary in- 
terpretation has been that this 
flaw is rashness. There is nothing 
rash about Mr. Burton’s prince, 
rather the term intellectual in- 
evitability would °seem much 
more applicable (a dull-normal 
Hamlet would create melodrama, 
not tragedy.) 

No one actor can make a play, 
not even a Hamlet, without su- 
perb support and generally the 
rest of the cast not only ably 
abetted, but challenged the star 
for the limelight. The weakest 
link was the Ophelia of Linda 
Marsh. Thanks to Mr. Burton’s 
revealing tenderness he succeed- 
ed in making Miss March appear 
better than she really was. 

As to the comparison of see- 
ing the production live vs. film- 
ed: The magnetism of Mr. Bur- 
ton was not fully realized on 
film, In the theatre, this magnet- 
ism reaches out, grabs the aud- 
ience and pulls it to the bosom of 
the actor. 

Burton has a deeper and more 
resonant voice than the micro- 
phone indicated. ‘Camera angles 
tended to distort, reminding me 
of a contrary TV set, while the 
grainy quality of the flim left 
romething to be desired on a 
large screen. 

All is not bad, however, at 
least this new process of filming 
an actual performance will let 
us and future generations see, 
hear and study. and not just read 
ond rely on what the old timers 
nostalgically remember.

Santa Ana College has enrolled 
20 foreign students for the fall 


_ semester and all but one are from 


the Orient and Far East, accord- 
ing to Paul Andres, coordinator 
of the visa student program. 

“Normally we receive applica- 
tions from countries all over the 
world, but this year the students 
from the Orient completed all the 
necessary paper work and tests 
which filled our quota for the 
year,” Andres said. 

Foreign students comprise ap- 
proximately 1 per cent of the 
total enrollment, but this year 
they will not reach that figure 
because of an unusually large in- 
crease in the freshman enroll- 
ment at SAC.

Sports Evolved Slowly At SAC 


This is the first in a series of 
articles on the 50-year history of 
sports at Santa Ana College in 
honor of the College’s 50th An- 
niversary. The first two install- 
ments are written by El Don 
Sports Editor Jim Bailey. 


Sports at Santa Ana Col- 
lege developed slowly and 
unevenly during the 
school’s first 10 years. 


COACHLESS FOOTBALL 


Santa Ana fielded its first 
football team in the fall of 1917. 
Amazingly enough the team went 
undefeated in spite of the handi- 
cap of playing without the in- 
struction of a coach. 


Intercollegiate sports  disap- 
peared from the Santa Ana 
campus in 1918-1919. Coed ten- 
nis appeared in the spring of 1920 
to end a two and one half year 
athletic drought. From that time 
on Santa Ana Junior College has 
offered at least one sport every 
year. 


When classes resumed in the 
autumn of 1920 the student 
council loaned the athletic de- 
partment $275 to buy equipment 
needed to field the JC’s first foot- 


The Death Of A King?

Santa Ana’s crosscountry team took a 16-47 beating 
to an apparently powerful Fullerton squad last Friday— 
such an occurence is not only unusual but sad. 

Through the years coach John Ward has molded 
championship cross country and track teams almost as 
regularly as the Yankees have won the American League 
pannant. The Dons are the defending state track cham- 
pions. They have also won the last three Eastern Confer- 


ence cross country titles. 


It should be noted that if SAC had made a poor 
showing in cross country last fall the state track victory 
would not have been enough to give Santa Ana the East- 
ern Conference Iron Man trophy for highest overall fin- 


ishes in all the sports combined. 


Of course last week’s loss to Fullerton doesn’t rule 
out the possibility of a Don conference title in cross coun- 
try. There are few better trainers of athletes than Ward. 
Also SAC did lose a pre-season meet to Citrus last fall 
and still came back to whip the Owls when the chips were 


down. 


This loss to Fullerton doesn’t really count, but the 
magnitude of it is frightening — only two Dons finished 
in the top ten. Missing from this list were some big name

ball team in three years. 


The first basketball team at 
Santa Ana Junior College com- 
piled a 38-5 record over the win- 
ter of 1921-1922. Santa Ana de- 
feated Pomona 32-6, Tustin 37- 
19, and Riverside 24-21. 

The 1920 gridiron contingent 
played only two games, but it 
could rightfully call itself South- 
ern California football champ- 
ions. Santa Ana shut out Chaf- 
fey, 21-0 and then went on to 
handle San Diego, 26-7. 

TRACK APPEARS 


Santa Ana entered track com- 
petition for the first time in the 
spring of 1921, but-could not re- 
peat the success it enjoyed in 
football. SAJC spikers finished 
third to San Diego who won the 
meet with 42 points. Chaffey 
scored 34 points and Santa Ana

fall semester of 1921 Santa Ana 


the Shea 


welcomed its first coach, George 
Hummell. During his three years 
at Santa Ana Junior College 
Hummell tutored athletes in foot- 
ball, basketball, track and tennis. 


When September 1924 arrived 
Santa Ana had found a new 
coach, Leroy A. ‘‘Boss” Warren, 
and its first super star athlete, 
Al Clayer. 

Clayer was the big man for 
those 1925 spikers. Over the sea- 
son Clayer won every time he 
ran in the 100 and 200 yard 
dashes. During the year he com- 
piled 54 points. 


In football he was first string 
quarterback. In _ basketball he 
was the school’s leading scorer 
to date. 


By commencement, 1925, ath- 
letics was definitely here to stay 
at Santa Ana Junior College. The 
next year would see still another 
new coach and the building of a 
new gym.
